Sir  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year 
1925.  The  Report  this  year  will  differ  from  preceding  years  ;  It  will 
be  a  report  covering  the  5  preceding  years. 

Luddenden  Foot  has  an  area  of  765  acres.  It  is  a  very  hilly 
district.  The  L.M.S.  Railway,  the  River  Calder,  the  Rochdale  Canal 
and  the  main  Turnpike  road  between  Yorkshire  and  Lancashire  run 
parallel  through  the  town.  The  occupations  followed  in  the  district 
are  the  Cotton  and  Wool  Industries. 

The  1921  census  showed  the  district  to  have  a  population  of 
2821,  the  estimated  population  for  1925  is  2802.  There  are  858 
Houses  in  the  district.  The  Rateable  value  is  2221,202.  The  sum 
represented  by  a  penny  rate  is  6s.  5d. 

The  amount  of  Poor  Law  relief  for  the  year  1925  was 
2T661  15s.

Professional  Nursing1  in  the  Home. 

The  District  is  very  well  served  by  a  fully  trained  general  and 
obstetric  Nurse.  A  Nurses  Home  is  provided.  The  Nursing 
Institution  is  kept  up  entirely  by  Voluntary  Contributions. 

There  is  no  provision  for  the  Nursing  of  Infectious  diseases. 

Laboratory  Work. 

Much  advantage  is  taken  of  the  County  Laboratory  at  Wakefield 
for  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examinations.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply  : — Very  few  complaints  have  been  received 
during  the  year.  Sixteen  per  cent  of  the  water  is  obtained  from  the 
Halifax  Corporation,  and  the  remainder  from  Messrs.  Sutcliffe, 
Whitworths  and  private  springs.  A  shortage  of  water  has  been  felt  at 
Lower  Denholme,  those  houses  supplied  from  springs  from  Magson 
House  Land,  also  a  shortage  occurred  at  Lower  Water  Hill,  caused 
by  defective  pipes.  Halifax  Corporation  have  laid  a  new  6  inch 
watermain  from  top  of  Mill  Lane,  Burnley  Road,  to  Milner  Royd. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage: — During  the  year  the  manholes 
and  sewers  in  the  district  have  been  periodically  cleansed  and  flushed. 
The  conditions  of  the  sewers  are  satisfactory,  and  very  few  complaints 
have  been  received.  A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  at  Friendly. 
Extensions  to  sewers  are  required  at  Hoyle  House,  and  Booth  House 
Road.  The  sewer  at  Finkle  Street  requires  relaying,  a  portion  of  the 
sewer  being  constructed  of  rubble.  During  the  year  defective  house 
drainage  has  received  attention  and  9  cases  of  drainage  have  been 
partially  or  newly  constructed. 
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SCAVENGING  : — The  scavenging  of  the  district  on  the  whole 
has  been  carried  out  satisfactory.  With  regard  to  the  cost  of  the 
pail  closets  it  is  approximately  13/-  per  annum  per  pail,  and  the 
collection  of  household  refuse  5/9  per  house  per  annum.  The  con¬ 
versions  of  the  pail  closet  to  the  water  carriage  system  has  improved 
on  last  year,  25  having  been  added.  During  the  year  725  loads  of 
household  refuse  has  been  removed.  The  number  of  conveniences

Schools  : — The  Council  School,  Burnley  Road,  has  undergone 
a  great  improvement.  The  Water  Carriage  System  has  been  adopt¬ 
ed,  and  a  new  supply  of  water  laid.  The  Sanitar}^  conditions  at 
this  School  are  of  the  best  and  a  credit  to  the  Education  Committee. 
They  have  done  well,  and  pushed  forward  the  scheme.  The  con¬ 
ditions  at  St.  Mary’s  School  have  not  yet  been  altered,  but  it  is 
satisfactory  to  know  that  an  effort  is  being  made  to  carry  out  the 
sanitary  requirements.  No  doubt  the  work  will  be  carried  out  at  an 
early  date.  The  Council  have  sanctioned  the  sum  of  7/45  towards 
the  Closet  conversions.  The  requirements  at  St.  Mary’s  School  are 
as  follows  :  Ventilators,  new  Drainage,  Closet  conversions,  and  re¬ 
pairing  of  School  yards. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning: — The  inspection  of  dwelling 
houses  has  been  carried  out,  the  number  being  64,  with  a  total  of  20 
with  defects.  Twelve  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council  on 


the  Warley  Wood  Estate,  making  a  total  of  46.
